Titles of Documents

Session Suspeiaded and Later Renata’ at Which Tune 
M. Poincaré Obtains Power to Effect Economies

PARIS, Feb.: 8 (#)—The Premier,\ 
Raymond Poincaré,: with’ all of the 
Cabinet ministers, exasperated by the 
Opposition’s attacks, ‘walked out.of the 
Chamber of Deputies today. The ses- 
sion was immediately suspended. 

The suspension of the sitting was 
moved in order to prevent the Cabi- 
net’s departure being interpreted as 
meaning that the Government would 
resign. 

The session was soon ‘presumed and 
immediately voted the remainder of 
article one empowering the Govern- 
ment to effect economies by decree by 
vote of 352 against 182.

PARIS, Feb. 8~-There have been 
riotous scenes in the Chamber of 
Deputies, but Raymond Poincaré now 
obtains power to legislate for the pur- 
pose of effecting economies by decree. 
His majority is reduced—yesterday he 
obtained 333 votes to 205. Worse ob- 
struction has never been seen. After a 
debate of two weeks, only the first sen- 
tence of the first article of the Govern- 
ment finance bill, which contains 109 
articles, has been passed by the 
Chamber.

GERMAN CHILDREN 


Committee Decides to hietas 
Number of Meals Supplied 
From Various Stations

BERLIN, Feb. 8—A decision was 
taken yesterday by the American Com- 
mittee for Relie{ of German Children 
to increase the number of children 
supplied by it with meals from 650,000 
to 1,000,000 daily,- beginning March 1. 

In order to prevent any delay until 
sufficient foodstuffs have arrived from 
the United States; the fund of 5,000,000 
gold marks put at the disposal of the 
German Central Committee for For- 
eign Relief by the German Govern- 
ment will be drawn upon to purchase 
foodstuffs which are available in large 
quantities in the free harbor of Ham- 


rg. 
The 5,000,000 gold marks are part 
of a special revenue accruing from the 


surtax which the German Government | 
levied on large incomes. Half this! 
sum was spent in tiding relief work | 
over in November and December, dur- 
ing which period American activities 
ceased to function. 

There are at present 1800 food dis- 
tributing bureaux and 6000 feeding 
stations in Germany under the con- 
trol of the American Committee for 
the Relief of German Children.

Bishop Cites Results 
The greatest need of the hour “is 
to get to the last citizen and voter 
the actual facts of the benefit of pro- 
hibition,” said Bishop Thomas Nich- 
olson of the Methodist Episcopal 


church and president of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, addressing 
the convention last night. He said: 

We are perfectly willing to Goncede 
that there is much evasion and de- 
fiance of the prohibition laws. It 
has been characteristic of the liquor 
traffic in all its history that while 
there ave been individuals who 
obeyed the laws and conducted them- 
selves as good citizens, considered as 
an institution and a traffic there was 
no law which it would obey if it could 
evade it and no agreements it would 
not dodge if it could do so and be 
immune. It is commonplace to say 
that we have infractions of all laws. 

But the prohibition laws are prob- 
ably as well enforced at the present 
time over most of the country as are 
the laws against any of these major 
crimes, In thé face of all the diffi- 
culties it is amazing what beneficial 
results have followed prohibition. 
According to authentic reports, the 
items of which can clearly be proven, 
we can number the following among 
some of the results achieved: 

A reduction in drunkenness arrests 
equivalent to 600,000 fewer arrests 
for drunkenness in 1923 alone. or 
more than 2,000,000 fewer in the four 
dry years. - 

A decrease in the penal ratio re- 
sulting in 20,000 fewer persons being 
committed to penal institutions in 
these four years.

The Public’s Viewpoint 


Our civil arid criminal dockets are 
very congested. Obviously when there 
are a great many cases upon a docket, 
those of most recent origin must 
await the disposition of the cases pre- 
ceding it. That is the reason assigned 
by the’average lawyer to his client for 
delay, but it is really begging the 
question. 

As District Attorney, I am primarily 
interested at the present time in a 
consideration of the delays in our 
criminal law. A _ serious, revolting 
crime is committed. Public indigna- 
tion is aroused. Police investigation 
seems to disclose the culprit. There 
is demand for speedy punishment, yet 
the case is not tried for months. Why 
the delay? Finally the case is reached 
for trial. The defendant is found 
guilty, and appeals to the Supreme 
Judicial Court. The case is not heard 


presiding at his trial in the Superior 
Court is improperly admitting in 
evidence testimony injurious to his 
cause, he may take an appeal from 
the action of the court in so doing. 
Likewise, if the defendant feels that 
the. Court is improperly refusing to 
permit him to offer in evidence testi- 
mony which will be helpful to him, 
he may appeal for a new trial upon 
this ground. These are reasonable 
safeguards. The defendant under our 
system has the right to appeal from 
anything in the progress of the trial 
which he believes may injure him be- 
fore the jury. It is to be noted that 
while the defendant is given this al- 
most unlimited right of appeal, the 
Commonwealth is precluded from ap- 
peal upon any ground, upon the 
theory that the defendant having once 
been tried. cannot be twice placed in 
jeopardy upon the same charge.

‘The Dickens Fellowship of New 
York is a branch of the parent or- 
ganization in London. Similar fel- 
lowships have been founded all over 
the world wherever a few lovers of 
his works could be brought together 
to seek a better understanding of the | 
man and his writings. Included are 13 
such branches in the United States. 
four in Canada and five in Australia. 

Among the speakers were Arthur 
Guiterman, Coningsby Dawson, Judge 
Charles L. Guy, president of the 
i\Forum of Arts and Sciences, and the 
Rev. Howard Duffield, president of the 
fellowship, who has been pastor of the 
“old First” Presbyterian Church of 
New York since 1891.

There are in Massachusetts 30 
justices of the Superior Court, whose 
duty it is to dispose of all the criminal 
and civil cases in which jury trial 
is to be had. Their task is tremen- 
dous. Indeed, until the enactment 
last year of the law which gave the 
Chief Justice of the Superior Court 
power to assign District Court Judges 
to sit in.the Superior Criminal Courts 


Presumably we were not quite so 
civilized a quarter of a century ago 
as we are now, this being evidenced 
in no. small part by the fact that 
there were not.nearly so many crimi- 
nal cases upon our dockets, and a far 
lesser percentage of appeals. An ap- 
peal involved work and actual delays 
in trial, and counsel were loath to 
give the jury the impression that the 
defendant was stalling. 

With the advent of shorthand we 
have apparently speeded up our court 
processes. An official court stenog- 
rapher now transacribes in detail ev- 
erything which is said in the court 
room during a trial. Counsel for the 
defendant can now take an ex- 
ception without long delaying the 
process of trial. He merely says, 
“Will the court please note my 
exception?” The court says, “The ex- 
ception may be noted,” and the 
stenographer records the exception. 
The trial proceeds almost as smoothly 
as though no exception had been 
taken. Scores of exceptions may now 
be noted in the same amount of time

A finer performance of “Boris,” or in 
fact, of any other opera, than this of 
last night by the Chicago company 
could hardly be asked for or imagined 
The presence of Chaliapin’s name in; the 
cast was sufficient to arouse interest 
and his actual preséfice on the s 
no doubt spurred his colleagues\to their 
best efforts, for although he appears in 
but three scenes of\the opera his per- 
sonality dominated the whole | orm- 
ance. Yet apart from Mr. Chaliapin the 
cast was a remarkably fine one, every 
member of which gave a carefu 
rounded and. thought-out rendition of 
his réle. This was particularly notice- 
able in the playing of the small parts, 
which; were carefully delineated bits of 
character. 

Mr. Chaliapin’s Boris is one of the 
great. pieces of tragic acting of our 
time. His command of every means of 
expression and his unerring judgment in 
the use of them, his complete under- 
standing of his task and his perfect ac- 
complishment of it, excite wonder and 
admiration. Yet perhaps the greatest 
proof of his artistic genius lies in the 
fact that these emotions are only ‘sec- 
ondary ones.

Train Control Ordered 

By extending its previous. order 
directing. certain railroads to install 
automatic train control om at least one 
division prior to Jan. 1, 1925, to include 
additional roads, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has given an im- 
petus to the discussion of train control 
itself, as well as to the several devices 
of this nature now onthe market.* 

While the theory of this invention 
has been described previously, it is well 
to say again, that it is an adjunct: of 
the block signal system—either auto- 
matic or manual. The control is so 
regulated that when a train reaches a 
“distant” signal (indicating caution) the 
speed of the train will be retarded auto- 
matically if the engineer does not slow 
down of his own accord, and similarly, 
at a “home” sigrial, the brakes will be 
applied to bring the train to 4 full gtop 
if the engineer fails to do this vol- 
untarily. 

While it is futile to claim that this 
device will eliminate catastrophies of 
any nature, it nevertheless will prevent 
collisions on the same track so long ‘as 
the apparatus is functioning properly, 
and with the efficacy of the block 
signals as a criterion, there is reason 
to bélieve that the train control circuits 
can be made almost infallible. 

The chief argument against a train 
control device is that the engineer will 
grow, to rely upon it solely, rather than 
upon his .own vision and vigilance. 
This is not a strong point though, since 
the probability is that the train control 
is likely to prove a greater safeguard 
than eveh the most alert engineer, who, 
experience has proved, can not be made 
to watch the track ahead constantly, or 
to obey the indication of the block 
signais which he see

safety adjunct is shown by the su 
ful functioning of such systems on sev- 
eral railroads, as well as upon the New 
York subways, which claims (and 
rightly) to be the “world’s safest raj)- 
road.” .

Photographs on Tickets 


The rule requiring many New York 
Central commuters to have their photo- 
graphs upon their commutation tickets 
has been adopted by the Pennsylvania 
in some sections, 

It has been’found: that this action cir- 
cumvents to a considerable extent the 
misuse of tickets of this nature, which 
are sold to persons traveling dally to 
and from their places of business at a 
rate of 1 cent or less a mile. The prac- 
tice in certain small towns has been 
for }»cal merchants to buy one or more 
tickets each month and to rent these 
by the day to persons making a trip to 
the city to shop or to visit. 

By renting them at a price consid- 
erably under the cost of .straight one- 
way tickets, the person using them is 
enabled to save money, while the mer- 
chant—-if he succeeda in finding enough 
customers—both makes a profit on his 
original investment and attracts people 
to his store. Even the railroad pas- 
senger officials did not realize the ex- 
tent of the misuse of this privilege of 
“commutation rates” until they tmsisted 
vwpon. purchasers affixing ‘heir pictures.

Military Training in Schools: 

‘To the Editor of The Christian Science 
Monitor: 

The assumption that military trafn- 
ing is necessary to develop . certain 
characteristics in the youth of the 
Untted States is still obtaining in some 
of the country’s best schools and col- 
leges. That these schools are conscious 
of protest is evidenced by the stressing 
of argument in favor of military: train- 
ing by the publicity ggents. Those 
schools which wish to close controversy 
or to forestall protest simply say. that 
there may be —— way to develop 
these characteristics, but .that they 
have not been able to find it. And with 
this gimple statement, which seems 
very conclusive to many, the merits of 
military ‘training are set forth:

The keeper decides whether it is a 
case for the boat or the breeches 
buoy. Usually the latter is effective. 
The little bronze Lyle gun, the stanil- 
ard beach mortar, is unlimbered and 
set on the beach. The keeper throws 
himself flat on the sand, judges the 
force of the wind, and pulls the lan- 
yard. The little projectile soars across 
the decks of the doomed vessel, bear- 
ing the yawing shot-line. 

Immediately the entire crew gets 
into action. The beach anchor is fixed 
and the hawser, bearing the breeches 
buoy, is sent aboard. The wrecked 
seamen, with their hands freezing to 
the ratlines, are brought promptly 
ashore and given first aid treatment on 
the spot. 

If the wreck is beyond the range of 
the mortar, then the boat is manned 
and launched in the mountainous surf. 
It is now that the courage and re- 
sourcefulness of the crew is put to the 
severest test. With astonishing skill: 


_the boat is guided through the break- 


ers and under the lee of the pitching 
vessel. Half-frozen men fal! into the 
sea in their eagerness and must be 
rescued. The boat must be kept from 
dashing to pieces on the pounding hull.

3 Lathom -estates in Lancashire, 
England, will be sold by auction.

The railroads in the northwest have 
had an important part in the carrying 
out of this program. For example, fig- 
ures just compiled by the Northern 
Pacific Mailway show that the average 
movement of its freight cars a day ‘in 
1923 increased 8.9 per cent more than 
the daily movement in 1922, and the in- 
crease in ton miles a car was 36.3 per 
cent, 

Speeding’ up freight costs the rail- 
roads. increasingly larger sums. To 
haul more freight and haul it faster 
requires bigger locomotives, better 
tracks and maintenance, and better 
equipment throughout. 

The railroads spent $1,500,000,000 in 
1923 for improvements of this kind. 
lines and exten- 
sions to open new trade territories so 
as to co-operate more closely with 
business. 

The Northern Pacific spent approxi- 
mately $9,000,000 more for materials 
and aupplies in 1923 than in 1922 and 
its expenditures for equipment. and 
‘other facilities, intluding the 1922 carry- 
over, totaled $31,208,913 for the first |. 
nine months of last year. 

Railroads have been able. to make 
additions and betterments to improve 


the service only as income would war- | 


rant. If income were decreased through | 
lowering the rates, improvements would 
have to be curtailed. 


Merchandise is invested capital and 


the longer it is in transit the longer is 
the capital tied up.

' route, somebody loses, and the loss is 
ultimately passed on to the consumer. 

Better railroad service has reduced 
losses of this kind. Lower rates, it is 
claimed, would tend to make it impos- 


sible for the railroads to provide the 
service which makes these savings 
possible. . .

tion virtually along the lines pro- 
posed by the Secretary of the Treasury, and approved by 
President Coolidge, are threatening, more by their inten- 
tion of ‘making the plan absolutely water-tight than ‘other- 
wise, to delay, and thus possibly ultimately to defeat, the 
final enactment of the pending measure. 

While agreeing to the majority report of the Ways 
and Means Committee, recommending the passage of the 
‘bill embodying Secretary Mellon's recommendations, 
Chairman Green has given notice that he will oppose orr 
the floor the section which proposes to reduce by one- 
half the present maximum surtax of 50 per cent. He is 
said to insist that the reduction should leave the maxi- 
mum at 35 per cent, instead of 25, as provided in the 
pending bill. Of course Mr. Green is as much entitled 
to his opinion as Mr. Mellon, or anyone else. But he 
does not strengthen his case greatly by an appeal to public 
prejudice. The people are not greatly concerned even 
if the burden of wealthy taxpayers is lightened, if by that 
means there is accomplished that equalization of taxes 
which will tend to divert hoarded wealth, or wealth now 
invested in tax-free securities, to useful productive chan- 
nels. The public has been convinced that no legislation 
which attempts to forbid the issuance of tax-exempt evi- 
dences of debt will be as effective, at least as an immedi- 
ate expedient, as the persuasive influence of tax schedules 
which remove the penalty now placed on productive enter- 
prises, transportation, and all the activities which call for 
and need large investments. , 

There was unanimous agreement among the Repub- 
lican members of the committee upon all other provisions 
of the bill to be reported. Many of these repeal existing 
war excise taxes, which are admittedly a burden upon the 
people who have pafd them so long without protest. 
‘Another provision, agreed to by Secretary Mellon as 
entirely’ feasible, is that which specifies that the reductions 
in income taxes be made retroactive to the extent that 
they shall apply to taxes due and payable on and after 
March 15 of the present year on incomes earned in 1923. 
This is immediate relief which will be appreciated by all 
taxpayers. Therefore, any delay in the enactment of the 
ineasure will be resented. The inclination probably will 
be not to regard Mr. Green's objection as sufficiently 
vital to warrant long debate in Congress. 

Any experiment by the national Government in the 
matter of forbidding. by constitutional amendment or by 
the enactment of federal legislation, the further issuance 
of tax-free state or municipal bonds, is threatened with 
confusing delays. Debate has already begun in the House 
on the joint resolution proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment to prohibit the issuance of such bonds. While it is 
shown that the Government is now losing taxes on 
incomes on approximately $11,000,000,000 invested in 
these securities, the champions of states’ rights were 
quick to insist that those rights would be invaded bv 
an attempt to. limit or prohibit action by the states in 
this respect. . 

At any rate, even were Congress to adopt and submit 
the resolution at the present session, it could not be made 
effective until ratified by three-fourths of all the states. 
Such ratification cannot be assumed to be assured if the 
issue of states’ rights is to be interposed. It would seem 
wise, in the circumstances, if there is promise of the relief 
desired thtough the enactment of the pending tax-revision 
plan, to adopt that as speedily as possible and allow the 
slower process of constitutional amendment to take its 
course as an auxiliary remedy.

ences of Russia, Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Poland fresh before 
them, the French people are nat- 
urally anxious, Are they doomed 
to suffer the same privations as their neighbors, even 
though they were on the winning side in the war? Being 
by nature frugal and cautious in financial matters, they 
are doubly disturbed at the prospects of having the value 
of their monev melt away in their pockets. 

The origin of the present crisis goes back quite a 
distance. While military conscription of young men has 
been practiced in France for several generations, the ful- 


oe 
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Aillment of military duties being very much a point of 


honor with the average 'renchman, the idea of a similar 
conscription of wealth has never been admitted. [rom 
1914 to 1918 the French people offered their sons gen- 
erously on the altar of “la patrie,” but no corresponding 
sacrifice was asked of the property-owning classes. On 


the ground that the industrial life of the country had 


been upset bv the invasion, there was no such attempt 
at drastic taxation in France as, for instance, in Gfeat 
Britain. “Not only the French industrialists, but the 
I‘rench agricultural classes increased their wealth con- 
siderably during the war, thanks partly to the relatively 
light taxation. Though the income tax had been estab- 
lished in theory, after a bitter contest, it was not collected 
on the same ruthless scale as in England. The war was 
waged chiefly on borrowed funds. 

Shortly after the armistice, the Minister of Finance, 
M. Klotz, made his famous “‘break” by admitting the 
possibility of a capital levy as a means of paying the war 
debts. The country was aroused to a high pitch. The 
idea that the French should have to pay the costs of the 
war after winning it seemed to them the height of injus- 
tice. M. Klotz had to make a quick retreat, which he did 
in the form of a confused “explanation” before the 
Chamber. Next came the election cry of 1919, “Germany 
must pay,” and on that theory the Government has been 
carried on until this dav. To be sure, taxes are heavy, 
but the great fortunes made during the war have not been 
adequately tapped. 

Considered in the abstract, the demand that Germany 
should pay is only too easily justifiable, but as a matter 
of stern reality could wealth be extracted from her with- 
out giving her an opportunity to resume her industrial 
activity and thus gain new potential military strength ? 
Did the French really want-to be paid reparations at the 
risk of allowing Germany to revive-as a military rival? 
Whatever may be the answer, the French are now con- 
fronted by the dilemma of either increasing their own 
taxation, thus paving for reparations themselves, or of 
inflating their currency still further, which would ulti- 
mately lead to a companionship with Germany in 
bankruptcy. : 

It is a difficult choice, and it is a proof of the funda- 
mental soundness of French judgment that they have 
decided to increase taxation. At least that is the choice 
of the Poincaré Government. The cost of living has 
already gone up considerably. In fact, it has been demon- 
strated that prices of commodities have gone up in almost 
exact proportion to the fall of the franc \in exchange 
value, the ratio in each case being four to one, so that in 
the form of increased expenditures the French have 
already paid heavily for the war. Increased taxes will 
also be passed on by the producers to- the consumers. 
Whatever is done, the day of financial reckoning is at 
hand. Tactics different from those which have been used 
are needed.

sionable thoughts with gruesome pictures of various dis- 
eases in some of their most horrible aspects and forms. 
Anyone who has observed the effect which the imag- 
ination exercises upon the well-being of many’ adults 
cannot but realize the immense power for harm in a 
youngster’s life of a training of this nature. Some chil- 
dren even will believe themselves becoming sick with 
whatever illness happens to be the subject of the day s 
lesson. It is true that quite a number of them can throw 
off such suggestions before they have taken much of a 
hold, but there are others—and aplenty of them—who 
take their work at school so seriously that a very great 
deal of mischief can easily result from enforced studies 
of this nature. 

The same question arises here as in the case of com- 
pulsory religious instruction. So many people feel that 
the fundamentals of subjects, regarding which basic dit- 
ferences of opinion are held, should be taught under 
conditions directly determined by those immediately re- 
sponsible for the development of the children along these 
lines, that it ill behooves a selected few arlatrarily to 
decide something different. These moot studies should 
not be made compulsory in any land which believes in 
the liberty. of its citizens. Aside altogether from the great 
issue of the actual injury which the compulsory study 
of medical subjects by children is believed by many to 
be capable of doing, a course of instruction of this nature 
infringes upon the foundational rights of free individuals, 
and for this reason, if for no other, should be most 
vigorously opposed. 


THERE is no doubt that there exists in the United 
States more orless opposition among some serious-minded 
individuals to prohibition, and eee 
to the Eighteenth Amendment as 
the expression of the almost Where True 
unanimous sentiment of the peo- - 
ple of the states. These are as Allegiance 
unquestionably entitled to their Belongs 
opinion as are those who, just 
-* honestly, believe in the sae, a 
ness and wisdom ot the law. They are entitled to the 
privilege, also, of Working for and urging the repeal of 
the amendment by fhe identical processes by whtch it was 
enacted and made a part of the law of the land. 

But defenders and supporters of the law do not accord 
to its enemies the privilege of seeking to bring about its 
virtual nullification by the means which are being em- 
ploved. They do not believe that prohibition can be en- 
forced by half-way methods, such as permitting the manu- 
facture and sale of beverages of an alcoholic content 
admittedly intoxicating. They are willing to abide by the 
decision already made, with the full assurance that the 
law can be enforced. 

It is this condoning of offenses against the law that 
challenges the sincerity and impugns the Americanism of 
millions of ordinarily law-abiding citizens of the United 
States. These have, carelessly rather than maliciously or 
selfishly, overstepped bounds which thev once would have 
believed it impossible for them to pass in violating a plain 
provision of their own social code. One wonders how 
many of these thoughtless offenders against thedaw could 
offer a reasonable explanation of their conduct. It is 
asserted, and perhaps truthfully, that liquor is being 
served now in many homes where formerly its use would 
have been voluntarily forbidden. Is it possible that the 
fathers and mothers in these homes have been influenced 
by the insidious mesmerism which urges them to “be in 
style’? It seems quite probable that if the poisonous 
concoctions which they serve to their guests, both voung 
and old, could be bought for ten cents a gallon instead of 
$10 a quart, they would not be tempted to offer it to 
their friends. But if others in their chosen circle are 
“generous enough to provide it, certainly those who 
otherwise would regard the practice as an offense must, 
if they are to keep up with the procession, prove their 
own liberality by the same method. 

A harvest of tares and weeds is the inevitable sequel 
to this careless yielding to a destructive and degrading 
custom. The thoughtful mothers and fathers who are 
solicitous for the welfare of sons and daughters must 
arouse themselves to a realization of the consequences 
which will surely follow. To whom or to what do thev 
owe allegiance? First to themselves and the boys and 
girls over whose destinies they have volunteered to watch, 
and to the country whose ideals they have made their own. 
More than theoretically are all citizens thus committed to 
a common cause. —

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Irun to Madrid | 


Impressions: 


Maprip, Jan. 17 (Special Correspondence )—Irun is the 
first town on the Spanish side of the border, if you are traveling 
from Paris to Madrid. You know that you have crossed 
the bofder by the difference in the officials. French customs 
officers, gendarmes and others, garbed in the stripes and colors 
of authority, are, no doubt, not half so terrible and irascible 
as they would have us think. Still it is a relief to know that 
the aggressive whisker which frightened ene at Calais, Paris, 
and even at Hendaye, is powerless in Irun. There, gracetul, 
clean-shaven young men in pale green uniforms examine your 
luggage almost apologetically. They seem to admire one $s 
belongings rather than to search them. ‘They steal almost on 
tiptoe from trunk to trunk, and sigh regretfully when the 
admiration is ended. With Gilbert’s;sailor they might say of 
themselves, 

I never laugh and I never smile 
And I never lark nor play. 

They open twoscore trunks and what do they discover? 
Nothing but be .tiful packing and clothes so rare that it seems 
sacrilege to touch them! What can they do but leave a little 
souvenir of gratitude ‘n pink chalk on each « unk? The delicate 
episode is ended. In Spain it is light opera; in France it ts 
customs examination! 

So I have found it ever since in Spain. Give a French- 
man a uniform and he takes unto himself the thunder of a 
regiment. Give a Spaniard a uniform and he becomes almo-t 
beautiful and quite subdued, one might say chastened.

‘These theorizings about uniforms are really premature. tor 
Irun is some 350 miles from Madrid, the city of uniforms. 
And it is not a matter of eight or nine hours, that 350 miles. 
All those extraordinary foreign ideas of hustle and speed must 
he left on the French side of the frontier. You may rush 
from London to Paris in a few hours and not know, except 
quite superficially, that vou are in France. But the Spanish 
train seems to linger purposely to let the spell of the 
country get its hold on the traveler. The idea of slowness, 
the rather musical slowness, from an accepted fact, becomes a 
pleasant one. ‘There is no laughter or excitement tn the way- 
side stations where the train stops. Soldiers with clumsy 
rifles, priests, and men, and women saunter on the platforms. 
No one runs or shouts. The fastest thing in any of these 
stations is the bell which startles the train out into the next 
stage of its wanderings. 

The train stops at station after station. until one ceases 
to keep count of them. One does not ask. How far have we 
come? but, How long have we been so far? After Valladolid 
one feels one will never get to Madrid. . The citv begins to 
sound fictitious, legendary; like a tale told by an Arab story- 
teller. The journey becomes more important than the jour- 
ney's end. Through somber mountains and across treeless 
plateaus, brown and solemn with centuries of stored-up sun- 
light, past red-roofed villages where the windows of the houses 
just peep out of the heavy walls (instead of staring, like ordi- 
nary windows), under gray clouds or skies clear. cold and 
blue with cold bright stars piercing them—it doesn't seem to 
matter, after a few hours, if one never gets to Madrid. So well 
does the spell work!

Night has tallen slowly, and now the moon is swinging low 
down in the sky. The stars are few, big, and golden. The 
brown landscape is either flat shadow or silhouette. There 
seems more than a touch of the Orient in the indigo night sky, 
as though the stars were treasures left behind by the Moors. 
And if this is too romantic for belief, there. is only the train 
to blame, for it was past midnight, after some sixtcen hours’ 
traveling in Spain, that we ultimately found Madrid. V.S.P. 


American Missions in Turkey 


WitH a history of notable service to Near Eastern peoples, 
Christian missionaries in Turkey face a future beset with grave 
difficulties, according to Albert Howe Lybyer, in Current 
History. He continues: 

“This missionary work has had several interesting and 
important effects upon the relations between America and the 
Near East. The United States and its individual citizens in 
that part of the world have won the highest character: for 
unselfishness, uprightness, benevolence and honor. Large num- 
bers of Armenians and Syrians and smaller groups of other 
peoples have been led, after learning a little English and some- 
thing about the New World, to immigrate to our country. 
It has been hard sometimes to keep up the native churches. so 
rapid has been the departure of their members. Finally, the 
visits of the missionaries to the churches of America and the 
printed material sent out by the missionary boards have made 
a large proportion of our people familiar with events and 
conditions in the Near East. For bett@r or for worse the 
Nation as a whole has acquired the belief of the missionaries 
that it is desirable to teach and befriend the different peoples, 
and that it is wise to avoid all political and most economic 
entanglements in the region. 

“The immediate future of American missionary influence 
in the Near East is a grave question. Every portion of the 
region has suffered in greater or less degree economic loss and 
decline of population. Egypt, Syria, Palestine, Mesopotamia, 
and Macedonia have gained freedom from Turkish rule. 
though not in any case complete freedom, or government 
entirely according to the will of the people. The greatest 
change has been in the region left to Turkey, which is almost 
identical with the recent field of action of the American Board 
in the Near East, leaving aside the work of the foemer Euro- 
pean Turkey Mission, which is now called the Balkan Mission. 
The new Turkey has exterminated or expelled its entire native 
Christian population, except for 200,000 to 300,000 persons. 
mostly Greek and Armenian, who are left in Constantinople.”
